A Proposed Raid. 

Already wo notico that our uuhappy 
cotomporarios at tho capital aro 
" united as one man" in urging upon 
Qovornmont tho proprioty of oxpond. 
ing anothor largo sum of raonoy 
in subsidizing oooan stoamships to 
carry tho mails to that placo. Not 
isatisiiod with having incroasod tho 
liabilities of tho (Jolony by sovoral 
thousand dollars in maintaining an 
oxponsivo servico without a singlo por- 
son deriving ono dollar's benefit from 
it, tho harpios aro ondoavoring to por- 
potnato tho systom and plunge tho 
country still doopor into dobt, at a 
timo whon from overy quartor of this 
tax-ridden country risos a cry for 
retrenchment, and at a time whon 
.British Columbia debentures aro flying 
about on 'Change liko bits of wasto 
paper. Tho proposition is for nothing 
moro nor loss than a raid upon tho 
Troasury. In tho narno of tho pooplo 
of tho entiro Colony outside of Now 
Westminster, wo protost against tho 
foolish and wicked expenditure of tho 
public funds. Woro any practical 
bonefit to rosult from it, wo should bo 
tho last to ruiso our voico against a 
subsidy being paid for a dozon stoam- 
ships to visit Now AVostminstor \ but 
tho monoy thus far oxponded has been 
literally thrown away — it might as 
well havo boon dropped into tho capa- 
cious maw of tho Frasor, as to havo 
been paid for such a foolish objoct, 
viz. : tho attompt to provo that an in- 
land town is in roality a soa-port. 
Bosidos tho wasto of monoy, thoro is 
the injustice of subsidizing a foreign 
boat to doprivo a British bottom of 
tho carrying trado botwoon this port 
and Now Westminster. It is well 
known that tho stoamor Entorpriso 
ha3 performed that sorvico choaply 
and well ; that sho is ono of the fast- 
est boats afloat, and that sho possossos 
first class passongor and froight ac- 
commodation. Sho is owned by a 
British Company, whoso hoadquartors 
aro hero, and who spond in tho Colony 
thousands of dollars annually in tho 
repair and improvement of thoir ves- 
sels. Wo ask, thon, is it fair or honor- 
ablo, whilo tho Govornmont has this 
Company's boat at its command, to 
carry tho mails, for a moroly nominal 
sum, betwoon tho two ports, that it 
should bo expected, at an onormous 
oxponso, to subsidizo ocean stoamors 
belonging to a company who novor 
spond a dollar thoy can holp in tho 
Colony. To reduce tho thing to an 
"allspico": Is Govornmont pre- 
pared to pay §10,000 per annum 
for a sorvico that it can havo por- 
formod for less than §2000 1 Wo 
boliovo that it is not. Tho gist of the 
arguments of our Now Westminstor 
cotomporarios is a domand that tho 
entire Colony shall bo taxed for tho 
purpoeo of subsidizing a stoamship to 
run diroct to Now Westminster, whilo 
tho advantage dorivod ovon by that 
town has boon proved by trial to bo 
mythical. Woro tho Treasury burst- 
ing with riches, tho Government might 
afford to squander a few thousand 
pounds per annum upon such unwor> 
thy objects as this proposed sorvico ; 
but with a debt of over a million doU 
lars hanging ovor us — with a doploLing 
population, and with a gonoral outcry 
against tho burdens of taxation rings 
ing in our cars— for tho Government 
to incur further liability would bo to 
tho last dogroo unjust and improper. 
Even tho subsidy paid tho Aotivo for 
bringing tho mails to this port wo con- 
sider too high tor tho bonefit conlorrod, 
and one of tho first stops taken by tho 
Logislativo Council should bo with a 
view to ascortain whothor moro fro- 
quent communication cannot bo ob- 
tained for tho samo or oven less monoy. 



Under Protest. 

Within a day or two past, two 
British vessels, ownod by British sub- 
jects, laden with valuablo cargoes 
of British merchandize and Colonial 
produce, and bound from one port of 
British Columbia to anothor port of 
tho samo Colony, havo beon rofused 
cloaranccfi by tho collector of this port 
until tho owners had first paid duties 
upon the valuo of goods on board. It 
is noedluss to say that this duty 
(which is practically, so far as the 
Island is concorncd, an export duty) is 
leviod without tho faintest color of law 
to support it, and that it has boon paid 
under protest. Tho hiiU'orers will at 
once lay a statement of thoir griov~ 
anco before His Excellonoy, and if no 
redress can bo obtained in that quarter, 
will appeal to the Courts. Wo huvo 
bofora pointed out that the Colonial 
Customs Ordinance is silont with ro- 
gard to tho coasting trado; but it 
Jixpressly providos, in unmistakable 



torms, given bolow, that tho duos 
loviod shall bo in all rospeeta "aubjoct 
to tho English Customs' Consolidation 
Act." This Imperial Act cloarly for- 
bids tho collection of dutios on goods 
bound from one English port to 
anothor, and tho Customs' Ordinanco 
by roferring to it shows that any at- 
tompt to imposo dutios as has boon 
done in tho caaos wo havo oited is 
irrogular and illegal. Wo ropoat, as 
wo havo stated in provious issuos, that 
tho Colloctcr has not tho power to 
lovy dutios on goods shippod from 
Victoria to Now Westminstor, Fort 
Simpson, &o,, any moro than ho has a 
right to oolloct duties on goods bound 
from Vicforia to Port Townaond. It 
any porson doubts our assortion, let 
him road tho following sootion from 
th o British Columbian Ordinanco, and 
bo convinced of its correctness : 

VIII. Tho duties horoby imposed 
shall bo doomed to bo customs duties, 
in all rcsjiccts subject to the Customs Con- 
solidation Act, 1858, the Supplemental 
Customs Consolidation Act, 1855, . and 
this Ordinance ; and shall bo undor the 
caro and management of tho collector 
of oustoms for tho timo being for tho 
Colony, who by himself and his oilicors 
shall havo all tho powers and authors 
tios lor tho collection, rccovory and 
managomont thereof, as are under or 
by virtue of the said Customs Consolida- 
tion Acts, or oithor of thorn, or this or 
any other Act, Ordinanco or Procla- 
mation, vested in tho said colloctor 
lor tho collection, rocovory and 
managomont ot duties of customs, and 
all other powors and authorities ro* 
quisito for levying tho said dutios, 



Tho St. Andrew's Dinner.

Cameron, Rev. Mr Somerville, Dr. Trimble, 
J. F. McCreight, A. R. Robertson, J. Ura- 
hamslaw, J. Burns, Robt. Wallace, A. 13, 
Gray, Councillor Trahey, Thomas Lowe, Air 
Hepburn, Thomas Alleop, N. Jacob, J. G. 
McKay, Captain Frain, Mr Finlayeon, Mr 
Charles, M. T. Johnson, and Godfrey Brown. 
The mnsis was oupplied by Mossrs Palmer 
Sandrio and Wilson — tho latter gentleman 
during tho evening favoring tho company 
with solos on tho cornot-a-piston, an in- 
strument of which ho is porfect master. The 
dinner was excellent, and amplo justice 
having been dono to it by tho guests, the 
Presidont proposed the health of "The Queen," 
"Tho Princo and Princess of Wales, and other 
Members of the Royal Family," which were 
drank with enthusiasm. 

Tho Presidont proposed tho health of " The 
Governor" as follows: — It is now my duly 
to propose the bea!th of His Excellency tho 
Governor. At this particular juncturo His 
Excellency has some difficult as well as pain- 
ful duties to perform. It was .not to be ex- 
pected on tho union of two Colonios with 
laws different and somewhat antagonistic, 
that everything would work smoothly at first. 
Some grievances havo already arisen, but 
when brought undor the notice of His Exs 
collency they havo beoD promptly redressed, 
and I take this as an earnest that the Gov- 
ernor will do what ho considers bost lor tho 
int' rests of tho Colony at large, without pre- 
judice lo any particular section uf it. It is 
therefore our duty, as well as our interest, 
to support liim in all Ms endeavors towards j ^ „ at)l . , 
this end, and to smooth the way Irr him us 
tar as lios in our power. 

The President proposed the h'alth of the 
" Army, Navy and Volunteers," and in the 
courso of his remarks warmly complimented 
Ihu three arms of the public defence. 

Mr Thos. Allsop responded on behalf ol 
tho Voluuteors. 

The Hon. A: Watson proposed the health 
of the " Mayor and Council," and in doing so 
look occasion to say that the Municipality 
was now an orphan, its parent (the Assembly) 
having become defunct. He hoped the Cor- 
poration bad power to enforce its by-laws, 
and that it would, by its wiee measures, add 
to the beauty, cleanliness and prosperity of 
the city. 

His Worship Mayor Macdonald, in respond- 
ing, expressed a hope that tho Corporation 
had seen its worst days, and said that he 
trusted when it applied to the citizens for 
taxes to nid it in carrying forward public im- 
provements that the application would moot 
with a cheerful response [ hearj. 

Councillor Trahey responded on behalt ol 



It was formed purely for benevolont pur- 
poses, and it has nil along steadily adherod 
to its principles. As stated in the constitu- 
tion, it was formed " to lender to immigrants 
from Scotland that counsel and assistance so 
much nctfdod on arriving in a strange land, 
nnd lo keep up an agrceablo acquaintance 
with their countrymen, and to rulievo those 
in distress." Though these are tho principal 
objeets of the association, it is not oonDnod 
in its operations to tho relief of Scotchmen, 
but may oxtend its bounty to unyono whom 
tho Souiety may consider deserving of sup- 
port. I think tho Society can look back 
upon its labors duiing tho puat few years with 
something liko satisfaction. The demands 
upon its funds, during the past year, havo 
cot boon heavy, but the reports of tho 
Managers show that tnoy havo expended 
upwards of $200, and tho provious year us 
much as 8700. This sum was principally 
spent in sen ling home to their frioud» some 
poor follows who had becomo insane, and 
who would have become a heavy burden 
upon the colony had the Society not taken 
charge of them. It, therefore, dosorves the 
support of the community at largo. During 
tho past year, tho Society has lost several 
prominent und influential members, amongst 
whom I may mention, Governor Kennedy 
uud Mr D. M. Ling. I am glad to say that 
the funds are still in a flourishing condition, 
notwithstanding the heavy demands which 
have boon made upon them for some yoars. 
I would call upon each member to do his duty 
and ondnvor to got otbe"8 to join our ranks, 
so that the Society may go on growing with 
its growth, and strengthening with its 
strong, nnd that harmony and good fellow- 
ship may always prevail amongst us. 

A comic srn:g was then sung in capital 
stylo by Mr Godfrey Brown. 

Tho Pn »ide ' —It is now my duty, as it is 
a pleusure, tu o jpose tho heulth of our worthy 
Patron Si- - i nes Douglas, I rcgrot vory 
much that 3ii I mos has been prevented from 
being present this occasiou, us formerly. 
Somn of us bi > present will, no doubt, look 
back with pie. ;'u to the happy and prosper- 
ous timo whon ,ir James ruled over us. His 
rule was u successful one, and I think tho 
grand work of bta success lay not merely in 
ids undoubted ability, his correct judgment, 
and strict economy, but in the firm hand by 
which he administered tho affairs ol these 
colonies. We are all proud of him— proud 
of him as a successful Governor — proud of 
him as a private gentleman, and particularly 
proud of him as u Scotchman, I hope ho 
will be long spared to go out and in amongst 
us, nnd that ho will continue to take an in- 
terest in the affairs of ibis Society. I, there- 
fore, call upon you to drink a flowing bum- 
per to the health of our Patron with all tho 
honors. [Drank with cheers.] 

Mr A. 13. Gray having favored the com- 
pany with a sentimental song, 

Chief Justice Needham proposed the 
'• Officers of tho Society." His Lordship 
eaid that ho, a bashful Englishman, occupied 
a most difficult and trying position in tho 
bold front of an array of Scotchmen (laugh- 
ter.) Ho could not' tell how he got thero, 
unless it was bocause the Scotch aro always 
kind, and when they belong to a St Andrew's 
Society, they are particularly kind, lie had 
felt the greatest pleasure to find in this 
Colony institutions that were a reflex of 
similar institutions in the old country, and 
the society he was now addressing was oue 
of the best of those institutions, lu London, 
he had bad tho honor of being tho guest of 
the Caledonia Society— all Scotchmen— and 
no society in that great citv was held in 
higher estimation than tho Caledonia (ap- 
plause.) It was good that this small city 
nhould copy tho benuvolent institutions of 
that groat city, and transplant them to this 
part ol tho world. If he were not an English- 
man, he would bo a Scotchman (laughter.) 
There was scarcely a foot of Scotland, por- 
trayed by its own poet Bump, that ho (tho 
speaker.) had not pussed over, and in his 
intercourse with the Scotch he bad aver, 
had reason to adiniro their fidelity and in- 
tegrity, their punctuality and their single- 
mindodaess — qualities for which they were 
proverbial (applause.) His Lordship then 
warmly eulogised tin; Officers of tho Society, 
and concluded by saying that " unless there 
wore good men at the apex, there would be 
very little good found at tho base." (cheers. ) 

Mr Thomas Lowo replied to the toast of 
the " Officers of tho Society," in u very 
appropriate manner.

"The Commercial and Agricultural Inter- 
ests of British Columbia," was proposod by 
Mr A. R. Robertson, who predicted that 
Victoria, in consequence of its snperior geo- 
graphical position, would always be the prin- 
cipal commercial city of the Colony, not- 
withstanding it might not be tho seat of Gov- 
ernment. Tho Agricultural Interests of Brit-

With men it is 
different ; no laws are needed io define what 
men may or may not do, for uion, with their 
les-i acute moral perceptions, are not likely to 
do what is unsuited to them. But legislative 
enactments can alone keep women from 
leaving their firesides to plunge into the 
fierce contentions and angry passions of the 
political world; were they Iroe lo choose for 
thomsolves it is to be feared they would de- 
sert their infants in ordor tu command armies, 
their love of beauty and their physical weak- 
ness would induce them to upply themselves 
to the must repulsive and luborious occnpai- 
dons, such us no man •■vould liko to see u 
woman employed in, and from which thoj 
would naturally, hut perhaps rather unfairly, 
drive out ihoir more robust musculiue com- 
petitors. Then, loo, being gentle, docile, 
and retiring, naturally fitted to otiey, is it not 
likely thut if left to their own guidance, they 
would show themselves quarrelsome, sell- 
willed and altogether unmanageable 1 — Mac- 
mxllan's Magazine.

Northkhn Canoe — We are indobted to 
Colonol BulUley, of tho Russo- American 
Telegraph Company, lor a model of tho canoe 
used by tho natives of the Aleutian Islands. 
Tho fiail bark upon whioh these people ven- 
tu.ro upon tho ocean has a li^ht frame, over 
which a seal skin covering ie tightly drawn, 
leaving a small circular apcrturo in the cen- 
tro to admit one person, who draws a loose 
flap round his waist, and this renders his 
skifT watertight. With a waterproof cape 
over their shoulders, and a double paddle in 
their hands, they dart with impunity through 
tho sea at a velocity exceeding that of an 
ordinary steamer. Tho oanoes aro so light 
that thoy can be oasily carried by the singlo 
occupant, though somo ure constructed to carry 
from two to four persons. They are difficult 
and dangerous things for tho uninitiated to 
attempt to navigate, as tho slightest variation 
in tho equilibrium will oause them to npsot, 
and tho occupant is so firmly esconced in his 
seat that he cannot oxtricate himsolf. The 
natives, however, become from habit so ex- 
pert that thoy can capsize their oanoes pur- 
posely and by the use of the paddle alono 
right them on the other side without ad-> 
mitting a drop of water. 

Sprang a Leak.— The bark Nicholas Bid- 
dlo from Nanaimo bound to San Francisco, 
put back to Esquimalt on Saturduy with 
four feet water in her hold, having sprang a 
leak in a heavy gale about 20 miles outside the 
straits ; during Saturday night the water gained 
upon the pumps to such on extent that the 
ship came within an aco ol foundering at her 
anchorage. Additional apparatus was finally 
rigged, and sho was kept freo yesterday by 
continual pumping, Captains Kaymur, T. 
Wright and Mr Boole, who surveyed her on 
Saturday, recommend that her cargo of coal 
bo disoharged in order to ascertain the 
damage, and as the vessel is noarly 30 years 
of age, it is mote than probable that she 
will be considered not worth repairing. 



Tns U. S. Stbamek Saninaw, Captain 
Franklyn, will sail to-day from Esquimalt 
for San Francisco. The Saginaw was de- 
tailed by tho TJ. S. Government, to attend on 
tho Telographic company's vosseln while 
ODgaged in the work of laying the Bebring's 
Straits cable. Tho nonr.arrival of tho cable, 
however, has prevented tho consummation of 
tho work, and the Saginaw will thorofore 
prooeed to winter quarters nt the Bay City. 
During her throe months slay at Esquimalt, 
tho gentlemen connectod with the Saginaw 
have raado a host of shore-frionds, who 
will witness the departure of the steamer 
with rogrot. 

Gaiety in tue North.— Prince Ivutusoff, 
Governor of Si'.ka, in the Kussiun possessions, 
is said to be most hospitable, not only to 
foreigners but to bis own countrymen. Ho 
ontertains a great deal, giving two or threo 
balls and parties a month. About 80 ladies, 
mostly wives and daughters of officers of the 
KusBian Fur Compu'jy, muster on special 
occasions. In these cold and dreary latitudes, 
cut off from communication with the rest of 
the civilized world, it must ho gratifying to 
the people of tho settlement to possess n 
ruler who strives his utmost to minister 
to their social enjoyment and recreation. 

In MemoriaM — Tho officers and men be- 
longing to H.M.S. Sutlej havo contracted 
with Messrs Swigert & Teaguo for tho erec- 
tion of a monument to the memory of those 
of their n.imber who have departed this life 
since tho Bhip nrrived on this Btation. The 
pcdostul and slab will he of Ireeatono, sixteen 
feet high, and the namos will bo carved on 
tho sides, The name of tho little Indian girl 
— " Mary Sutlej" — who was captured during 
tho Indian outbreak on tho West Coast in 
18G4, and who aflorwards died at Boa, will bo 
includod in the list.
